Temporary road changes to 
stay in place until Games end 


THE end of the Olympic 
Games means there will 
be some changes to the 
royal borough’s temporary 
traffic controls. 

But the majority will stay in 
place ready for the start of the 
Paralympics on Wednesday, 
August 29. 

The restrictions were put 
in place to cope with the 
thousands of athletes, officials 
and visitors arriving and 
leaving during Games time. 

The temporary one-way 
system in Greenwich town 
centre, which began on July 
23, will remain until after the 


Paralympics. But most of the 
Olympic Games Network, 
designed to keep Olympic 
traffic flowing between key 
sporting venues, will no 
longer be in operation. This 
applies particularly to the 
Games Lanes. 

However, the restrictions on 
Charlton Park Lane and Maze 
Hill, including Park Vista 
and Park Row, will remain 


in place. Ha Ha Road remains 
closed too. 

Another key measure that 
will continue until the end 
of the Paralympics is the 
royal borough’s ‘Resident and 
Business Parking Protection 
Area’. This began on July 
27, and covers areas that are 
within 30 minutes’ walk of the 
Games. It was put in place 
to encourage people to use 


public transport rather than 
drive to events. 

Thousands of parking 
permits were issued to local 
residents and businesses by 
Games organisers LOCOG 
so people could continue to 
park near their premises and 
homes.

A NEW book traces the fascinating history of 
Eltham Park South from Roman times to the 
present day.

It's good newts for park's flower garden lake 


Greenwich Park's flower garden lake will soon 
be blooming once again, encouraging a wild 
variety of amphibious residents to return 
- thanks to the Royal Parks, the Friends of 
Greenwich Park and the charity Froglife. 

By installing new floating rafts, which support 
an assortment of aquatic plants, it is hoped 
that frogs, toads, newts and other wildlife will 
come swarming back to the lake, which has 
been a feature since the 1 7th century. 

Froglife is the UK charity committed to the 


conservation of amphibians and reptiles, 
and helped to attain a £50,000 Biffa Award 
grant. Liz Coyle, chairman of the Friends 
of Greenwich Park, said: "We welcome the 
significant improvement that this project will 
bring to the water habitat and wildlife in the 
park." 

The Friends of Greenwich Park was 
established in 1992 and has a membership of 
nearly 1600. 

Park manager Graham Dear told GT: "The 


project provides an exciting opportunity to 
significantly increase biodiversity within the 
park in addition to creating a special place for 
visitors, local residents and children to enjoy 
and learn about nature." 

A new wildlife pond has also been created 
in the deer park, receiving clean water 
run-off from a nearby building. Park staff and 
volunteers helped fill the pond with aquatic 
plants.

RESIDENTS on the Orchard Estate are set to 
benefit from a £50,000 grant to transform four 
areas into modern communal spaces.

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GREENWICH Park has been 
one of the biggest success 
stories of London 2012. 

Billions of people across the world 
watched on television as it provided 
the dramatic backdrop to the 
equestrian events. Global audiences 
saw the Queen’s granddaughter 
Zara Phillips in action in her 
Olympic debut, and witnessed her 
royal supporters, Prince William 
and Kate, Prince Harry and the 
Duchess of Cornwall, cheer her on. 

Iconic images of the park, featuring 
the Old Royal Naval College, the 
National Maritime Museum, the 
Royal Observatory, and the nearby 
Cutty Sark were flashed around the 
globe. 

This new focus on the World 
Heritage Site heralds a bright future 
for local businesses of all shapes 
and sizes, a powerful boost for the 
local economy, and the prospect of 
many more new jobs being created. 

Writers and critics in the UK and 
abroad have been quick to praise the 
location. BBC equestrian presenter 
Rishi Persad said: “Having covered 
the Olympics in Beijing and flying 
1,200 miles to Hong Kong to cover 
the equestrian it is nice to have it in 
the heart of the host city. A lot of 
people will be looking for the iconic 
shot of the London 2012 Olympics. 
Greenwich Park, with its stunning 
, backdrops of central London and 
\ historic surroundings, might offer 
I that shot.” 

His BBC Sport colleague Sam 
Sheringham said: “The capital’s 
oldest royal park, dating back to 
1433, has been one of the Games’ 
more controversial venues. Locals 
campaigned against large sections 
being closed to the public as they 
re-laid grass, landscaped features 
and constructed a 23,000-capacity 
arena for showjumping and 
dressage. 

Games organisers were determined 
to avoid marginalising the sport in 
the manner of Beijing 2008, when 
I equestrian events took place in 
Hong Kong, 1,200 miles from the 
Chinese capital, and pushed ahead 
with plans to transform the 183-acre 
expanse. 

“It was hard not to understand 
their logic as you marvelled at the 
sight of the world’s finest equestrian 
riders taking on a stunning, 
undulating circuit offering picture 
postcard-perfect views of the 
London skyline.” 

Alan Lee, writing in The Times, 
rated Greenwich Park highly for 
its atmosphere, good food and 
drink, and views, describing it as 
“a gem”. He put it top of his ratings 
list, ahead of all the other Olympic 
venues. 

He said the venue was, 
“aesthetically stunning, splendidly 
designed, and surrounded by a 
community clearly embracing the 
Games. It is the one venue where 
you can have a genuinely great day 
out without an admission ticket.”

Park back to

THE euphoria of the equestrian events 
at Greenwich Park will be matched by 
the planned operation to get the park 
looking its best/in no time at all". 

That's the prediction of park manager 
Graham Dear, who told GT:"lt will be the 
same as it was with the test event - after 
just a few weeks there were no signs that 
an equestrian event had taken place. 

Derrick Spurr, projects manager for 
the London 2012 Games, said:"l have 
been involved in the Olympic project 
from day one when the bid was won 
seven years ago. To see it taking place 
was priceless and a once-in-a-lifetime 
moment." 

He added: "It's been fantastic to be a 
part of it all and to see how well it has 
gone. I don't know what I'll do when it's 
finished." 

The equestrian arena will be gradually 
dissembled and taken away by large 
vehicles from late September. 

The ground will then be cleared and 
cleaned and new turf put down on the 
site. "Restoring the ground will make 
it even better than before," said 
Graham. "When the stadium and 
course route is removed, park staff 
will lay new turf around the end of 
November - weather permitting.

"Hopefully the park will be virtually 
fully restored by late spring 2013. 
We expect the new turf to look 
spectacular." 

There will be full access to the park's 
grounds and parking bays by October 
1. The tennis courts, which housed 
the stables and warm-up ground, 
should be open around October 6. 
The gravel will be removed and the 
ground jet-wash cleaned. 

Additional roses and grass seed will 
be planted in the rose garden which, 
with good weather, will be back to 
normal in seven weeks. 

Derrick told GT: "The whole thing 
has gone extremely well. The 
cross-country went perfectly and I 
was delighted to see people enjoying 
the park so much, many of them for 
the first time, and discovering how 
wonderful Greenwich is."

TO debut new material or stick to tried-and- 
tested gags?

There was an uneasy silence 
in the room as he paused and we wondered 
whether this was going to be a complete car 
crash.

their depiction of sport. There’s a Dutch fan 
from 1710 showing people playing skittles right 
up to contemporary fans with ladies leaping 
about wearing chic tennis costumes.

But as the Scot began, carefully choosing his 
words, measuring his delivery, it became clear 
that he was simply in a Zen-like like state of 
ease. 

So relaxed was he that he pulled a chair 
over from the side of the stage, and sat 
down at the front of the stage for the 
majority of his set. Hadn't anyone told 
him this was meant to be 'stand-up? 

The bulk of his stint was made up 
of complaint letters that he'd written - 
grumpy old man-style - to some of the 
big corporations about the quality of their 
products: Oil of Olay's 'age reversal cream' 

- "I didn't want to put too much on in case 
I couldn't get into pubs"; Epson's EP221 5c - 
"Why can't you just call it a printer? And why 
are you holding me to ransom with the price 
of ink? When did it become a commodity more 
valuable than oil, and if so, why are Bic Biros 
still only 1 0p?" 

Nostalgia is the key that unlocks all artforms, 
and here he struck a chord with everyone in 
the cavernous marquee with an anecdote 
about power cuts and children's different 
call-signs for mum and dad: "'Mu-um' is a 
distress call, the note goes up at the end, 
whereas, 'Daad!' is a single note - it's a business 
call - you don't call dad when you've wet the 
bed." 



He was absolutely class. But to be honest, with 
his soothing Scottish lilt, he could have been 
reading the Yellow Pages and we'd have all 
been hooked. 

The festival did miss the circus big top tent 
which had been replaced with the booming 
marquee. While it was a packed house, the 
feng shui just wasn't the same, and at points 
the comics appeared to be feeling that there 
wasn't a lot of noise reaching them on stage. 
Local grump Arthur Smith compered the 
first Friday, milking his local ties to the max. 

Smith's always good value, and a fine 
host. He, of course, whipped out his 
obstinate BBC persona and railed 
against all the things that pull 
his chain - there are quite a few, 
surprisingly. 

Pete Firman is a Geordie 
magician who plays on the 
fact that he is both a rubbish 
magician, and a rather good 
one, too. He's a charming 
throwback to the variety acts of 
yesteryear, and while not the 
most cutting-edge, he had 
enough about him to 
hold the interest.

Reggae duo keep crowd waiting at 
lndigo2's Jamaica 50 Legends gig

THEY'RE known for being 
fashionably late, but even by Sly 
and Robbie's laid back standards, 
sauntering onto the stage an 
hour after their bill time was a 
remarkable feat. 

The pair kept the eager lndigo2 
crowd waiting way past the 
playful anticipation stage at the 
Jamaica 50 festival on Greenwich 
Peninsula. 

A warm-up band or two would 
have lively-upped the spirit of the 
festival, instead there was a loop of 
old reggae tracks played over the 
sound system which was pleasant 
but about as visually entertaining 
as watching a can of paint expiring. 

The eclectic crowd woke from its 
near stupor when the four came 
on stage. The MC reminded us 
why we were all here - to celebrate 
the 50th anniversary of Jamaica's 
independence. But after the long 
wait, one of the restless crowd 
quite reasonably bellowed for the 
band to simply get on with it. 

The 02 was host to Jamaica 
House - the base for Jamaican 
fans - during the Olympics. Robbie 
kicked off the gig with the phrase: 
"Prepare to be operated on." The 
festive red, gold and green lights 
were switched on and the groove 
started with the tubby 
star playing smoothly 
on bass, completely 
in his stride. His 
song. Fat Girl 
a romantic 
mid-tempo tune 
about wanting 
to find a well- 
proportioned 


lady amused the audience. Sly 
was rhythmic and almost hypnotic 
with drumming skills, whileTyrone 
and Ernest were impressive on the 
guitar and keyboard. 

The momentary pause in 
performance caused frustration. 
The stage technician hadn't sorted 
the sound out which got Robbie 
improvising by singing bass for 
ten minutes. He even complained 
of needing a glass of water for his 
efforts. Cheers accompanied the 
returning working bass onto the 
stage and Robbie could get on 
with what he did best. He's still a 
charismatic proposition, and was 
certainly the star of the show. Sly 
performed a frantic drum solo in 
the middle of the set which really 
raised the temperature inside the 
venue. 

The informal banter between 
the artists made the atmosphere 
completely relaxed and it almost 
felt as if you were round a mate's 
house watching a private session. 
Daylight Comes, Redemption 
Song, Baby Can I Hold You Tonight, 
and No No No followed and had 
everyone singing along. 

The climax was an interesting 
mini history lesson from the MC 
about how reggae came about, 
referring to rocksteady, ska and 
reggae, through to its modern 
form. Robbie finished the 
proceedings following 
to how he started 
with: "Surgery 

is over." While 
they'd definitely 
performed a short 
surgery on us, it was 
with some trepidation 
and not to the best 
of their abilities, and 
there could've been 
a bit more brought 
to the operating 
table.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

Along with Judo, Taekwondo has 
been in the Olympics since 2000 after 
being a demonstration sport at the 
Seoul Games in 1988. 

Through an interpreter, team man- 
ager Choe Dong Sung told GT: “It is 
the first time we have demonstrated 
at an Olympic venue and we are all 
excited and a little nervous.
